New York — The Very 
Laurence J. McGinley, S.J., presi- 
dent of Fordham university, has 
called Sen. Dennis Chavez’ attack 
on Louis F. Budenz “slanderous 
and cowardly” and a “vicious 
offense against Christian charity.” 


The New Mexico Democrat, a 
Catholic, accused Budenz on the 
senate floor of using the Catholic 
Church as a “shield and cloak” be- 
hind which he was denouncing 
others falsely as Communists. 

Father McGinley said that Bu- 
denz, assistant professor of eco- 
nomics at Fordham who broke with 
the Communist party, was accus- 
tomed to attacks from Communist 
circles. 

“It has remained, however,” he 
said, “for a member of the U. 5. 
igenate to bring this personal vili- 
fication of Prof. Budenz to a point 
even lower than that reached in 
the columns of the (Communist 
newspaper) Daily Worker. It 
might fairly be said that never 
within recent memory has a mem- 
ber of congress so used the im- 
munity in personal attack upon 
the character of a fellow-citizen.

Educators Told 
Education Must 


Join Religion 


Dr. George Zook Sees 
Harm In Failure To 
Admit Religious Values 


Chicago—(NC)—Seven hundred 
educators have taken back to their 
schools, colleges and universities 
throughout the U.S. a challenging 
thought presented at the conven- 
tion of the American Council on 
Education here—that failure to re- 
cognize religious values accounts 
for much of the vacuum and con- 
fusion in education today. 


Delegates from leading educa- 
tional organizations and _ institu- 
tions heard Dr. George F. Zook, 
retiring after 16 years as president 
of the council, declare that for edu- 
cation and religion to take a neu- 
tral attitude toward each other 
“seems indeed both illogical and 
foolish.” 


And the conclusion that Dr. 
Zook, a Methodist, drew for them 
to mull over on their campuses was 
this: “The values and qualities of 
religion and democracy respective- 
ly are so similar and interrelated 
that they ought to be regarded by 
educators, by ministers of religion, 
and by the public as partners in 
perfecting the individual.” 


“One of the most distressing 
developments of the past century 
has been the growing tendency to 
separate education and religion as 
if they had little In common,” the 
outgoing Council president said. 


“To be sure, the differences of 
opinion on theological questions 
were sufficiently acute at the adop- 
tion of our Constitution as to in- 
duce the founding fathers to in- 
sert a provision in the Constitution 
that the Congress should never 
permit a religious establishment, 
Practically all of the States have 
similar provisions in their consti- 
tutions. 


“Yet at that time, and for years 
afterwards, the churches were the 
main founders and supporters of 
education, particularly at the col- 
lege level. 

“Naturally, the curriculum and 
spirit of teaching in them reflected 
a religious point of view. Likewise, 
for years after the public schools 
were widely established, few people 
thought of them as non-religious, 
The spirit of the times was well re- 
flected in the accepted principle of 
the Northwest Ordinance of 1787 
that both religion and education 
were essential to the welfare of 
the people. 

“Religion was ennobled and made 
more effective through education, 
Education, in turn, had a main pur- 
pose when suffused with religious 
concepts.” 


And he sounded a warning to 
the educator in the atomic age: 
“This is no time for institutions 
with similar, if not almost identi- 
cal, social purposes to be neutral 
toward one another. It may be 
later than we think. If so, we 
shail need the strength that may 
be found only in unity.”

Closer Together 


Dublin —(NC)— Further de- 
velopment in the - close _rela- 
tionship between the United 
States and Ireland is seen in. the 
signing of the first Consular Con- 
vention concluded by this country. 
The signers are Sean MacBride, 
Minister for External Affairs, and 
George A, Garrett, American Am- 
bassador to Ireland. 


This pact provides for the ap- 
pointment of consular representa- 
tives and defines their consular 
districts. It specifies rights and im- 
munities of consular representa- 
tives regarding acquisition of 
property; liability to expropria- 
tion, . requisition and billeting. It 
guarantees freedom to communi- 
cate with their authorities; free- 
dom from arrest and prosecution; 
liability to legal proceedings and 
special privileges regarding ex- 
sere one from taxes on property 
and other forms of taxation. 


The powers and functions of 
consuls are set down under various 
headings, including the protection 
of nationals, notarial acts and sim- 
ilar services, estates and property 
transfers and services to merchant 
ships. Supplementary powers are 
granted to consuls in relation to 
the administration of estates and 
property of deceased persons; 


The fhain purpose of the pact is 
to simplify everyday transactions 
between private citizens of both 
countries, | 


One of the most important of the 
many and varied duties performed 
by the four Irish consular offices 
in the United States, in addition to 
the Embassy in Washington, con- 
cerns the estates of private citi- 
zens. During the past eight years 
the consular service in America 
has handled more than $4,000,000 
for Irish heirs from relatives in the 
United States. 


Particularly, the Irish consuls 
have safeguarded the interests of 
many irish citizens by insuring 
that estates inherited from Amer- 
ican relatives have been properly 
administered. 


Four Scottish Catholics 
Elected To Covenant 
Seeking Home Rule 


London —(NC)— Four Catho- 
lics are among 16 leaders elected 
by Secotland’s Covenanters Organ- 
ization to head their latest drive 
for self-government for Scotland. 


One, John J. Campbell, is inter- 
nationally famous as a champion 
of a free Europe. The other three, 
elected at the Glasgow conference, 
are Sir George Ogilvie Forbes, dip- 
lomat, at one time British Charge 
d’Affaires to the Holy See and later 
British Ambassador to Venezuela; 
John Bayne, a lawyer and Glasgow 
University Catholic leader; and 
Michael Byrne, Glasgow dock work- 
ers’ chief,

“The family retreat,” said the 
N.C.W.C. official, “centers atten- 
tion on the nature of Christian 
marriage and on ways and means 
by which family life can best be 
made to serve as a medium for 
the sanctification of husband and 
wife and their offspring.” 


Father Schmiedeler urged that 
the family retreat be held on a 
parish basis, generally on Sun- 
days for the convenience of fath- 
ers and mothers of young chil- 
dren. The day’s schedule should 
begin at the Mass with a spec- 
ial sermon, and include a Family 
Holy Hour, three or four talks,

Cure For Crime Lies In 
Change Of Men's Hearts 


WRITING in the Redbook 


Magazine, J. Edgar Hoover, 


Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, quotes 
statistical data on the increase of crime which are alarming. 


He writes: 


“within the span of their lifetime 100,000,000 Americans 
ean look forward to the unpleasant experience of becoming 
victims of crime. The nation can? 


pect to pay—in tribute to the 
Siete -aeore each year than it 
costs to maintain all our education- 
al institutions.” 

Mr, Hoover continues: “Our 
national debt could be liquidated 
in less than a generation if we 
could divert the cost of crime into 
the United States treasury ... 
Crime reached its sixteenth year 
peak early this year. There is 
every indication ‘that this trend 
will continue. 

“In the files of the FBI are the 
fingerprints of more than 6,000,000 
individuals who have been arrested 
for an offense more serious than a 
traffic violation. . . More than one- 
fifth of all arrest records, received 
daily, are of persons under twenty- 
one years of age.” 


“The crime problem is a youth 
problem. This is not a comforting 
thought when we realize that our 
nation marches forward on the 
feet of its youth.” 


Bad Home Training 


Mr. Hoover then gives sound 
advice to parents when he says: 

“The American home no longer 
is the center of life as it once was 
in our nation. It has too frequent- 
ly ceased to yield its influence for 
good, and America is beginning to 
pay the price. The failure of the 
home more often than not is the 
chief cause of juvenile delinquency, 
-.. Fortunate, indeed, is the 
arent who has the foresight to 
ecome intimately acquainted with 
his children, and who seeks expert 
counsel if needs be to aid in 
understanding them.

Concerning Crime 
writes: 

“High in the ranks of contribu- 
tors to juvenile delinquency are the 
vicious and unscrupulous peddlers, 
producers and sellers of obscene 
literature. They are as responsible 
as the sex fiends they incite by 
their wares,” 


Mr. Hoover quotes from actual 
cases where the defendant blamed 
the magazines. He included Comics 
and newspaper stories “crammed 
with anti-social and criminal acts, 
the glorification. of un-American 
vigilante action, and the deifica-

With You 


Dear Readers... 


E hardly need to remind you 

that Almighty God, because 
He is infinitely wise, never 
changes His mind or His atti- 
tudes, You will recall that He 
was about to destroy the city of 
Nineve unless its people heark- 
ened to the message of the 
Prophet Jonas and did penance. 
They did respond and their city 
was spared. — 

You will recall that, on an- 
other occasion, God threatened 
to destroy the cities of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. Abraham plead- 
ed with Him to spare them, 
whereupon God said He wotild 
spare the cities if fifty just 
(holy) people could be found in 
them. Abraham was quite cer- 
tain that that many could not 
be found, and he asked God 
whether He would spare the 
city if forty, if thirty, if twenty, 
if ten, holy persons could be 
found in those cities. God 
yielded, but not even the ten 
could be rounded up, and the 
two cities were destroyed by 
fire and brimstone. 


Now let us take our own coun- 
try. Do you believe that ten per- 
cent of the people of our nation 
are “holy”? We have frequently 
remarked that almost half 
the people in the nation—70,- 
000,000—are most indifferent 
towards religion generally. 


Are We Better? 


We know that most Protes- 
tant sects teach that people can 
have no righteousness or holi- 
ness of their own; that they can 
appear righteous before God 
only if the righteousness of 
Christ covers up their sins so 
that He will not see them. Most 
of them see evil in things which 
do not disturb God at all, but 
see no evil in remarriage after 
divorce, even when our Divine 
Savior could be quoted a num- 
ber of times as forbidding it ab- 
solutely. He clearly declared that 
those who remarry during the 
lifetime of a first spouse “live in 
adultery.” They see no evil in 
birth control, which serves no- 
tice on Almighty God, standing 
by, that He may not produce a 
new creature, create a sou! for 
a new human being. 

We also doubt whether ten 
per cent of Catholics are “holy” 
in the true sense. They do only

Writers on the later so-called 
Renaissance period have exulted 
over the birth of individualism— 
the coming of a new man emanci- 
pated from the restraints of asceti- 
cism and the limitations imposed 
by the  corporative, hierarchic 
structure of thirteenth-century so- 
ciety, the man with high confidence 
in himself, bold, self-reliant, auton- 
omous. But far richer in individ- 
uality was the civilization of St. 
Thomas’ time. The colors of medi- 
eval life were like the glass of a 
cathedral window. Despite the uni- 
formity of religious allegiance and 
the concept of a universal thing 
called Christendom there was the 
most astonishing cultural variety.

God And The U.N. 


N January 29 we published an 

atticle by the Rev. Francis 
Larkin, SS. CC., Director of the 
movement to enthrone the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus in the homes. He 
called attenton to the fact that 
our nation, on which the world 
chiefly depends ffor inspiration, 
should insist on the opening of the 
sessions of the United Nations by 
prayer. The priest noted in that 
article that at San Francisco, when 
the “United Nations” was formed 
no prayer was said, out of deference 
to the delegates from Soviet 
Russia. When the declaration on 
Human Rights was drafted by a 
committee of the UN, objection was 
made by the Soviet bloc to the 
crediting of such rights to God. 
Hundreds of our readers wrote 
te the Department of State in 
Washington to ask whether some- 
thing could not be done to bring 
the United Nations to recognize 
dependence of all people on God. In 
their letters to that Department 
they called attention to the 
thoughts contained in. the article of 
Father Larkin. Many of these have 
sent to us the reply they received 
from this Department of State. The 
replies were all the same and read 
as follows: 
“i have received your recent com- 
munication concerning recognition 
of God in the United Nations. The 
Department of State welcomes com- 
ments from persons interested in 
United States conduct in the in- 
ternational organization and appre- 
ciates having the opportunity te 
clarify the issue you raise. 
“United States delegates have not 
taken any position which would jus- 
tify the charge that they are work- 
ing to remove God from the coun- 
cils of the United Nations. Our 
represet.tatives have supported and 
initiated measures to increase op- 
portu-ities for recognition of God 
which would be appropriate for all 
faiths. As a matter of fact, it was 
the United States representative, 
the Honorable Edward R. Stettin- 
jus, who called for a moment's 
silence for meditation at the San 
Francisco Conference. In connec-

CCHS, Steubenville Ohio 
At Home—September 1950 


O* the banks of the Ohio River, some one hundred and fifty 

years ago, a surveyor and an attorney undertook to build 
a bright, new home, 2 haven for souls locked in battle with 
the wilderness. Fort Steuben, they called their settlement, in’ 
tribute to Baron Von Steuben, a soldier and a brave man 
whose first thought was always of his people—their needs,

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joys, and sorrows. 

In February, 1947, another brave 
man, who also has the welfare of 
his people uppermost in his mind, 
undertook to build a fortress, but 
one quite different from Fort Steu- 
ben. For his was a plan for a for- 
tress of education, and he, the Most 
Reverend John ae Mussio, Bish- 
op of Steubenville, determined that 
no stone should be left unturned in 
building this defence for Godliness 
and truth against paganistic ideas 
Yes, his dream 
was of a new high school which 
would train and mold for God some 
twelve hundred minds a year. 

So that it would be convenient 
for all, the school had to be located 
in a central position. A lot was se- 
cured in Becker Highlands in the 
west end of the city and after a 
successful fund-raising campaign 
during the summer of 1948, the 


‘ Bishop ordered the work on the edi- 


fice to proceed at once. 

That was in 1948. Today, if you 
should ride out West Market street 
to Becker Highlands, you would be- 
hold one of the most beautiful 
buildings in the state. The struc- 
ture is of light brown brick. At the 
top of the high tower and facing 
the busy state highway stand three 
statues, St. Thomas Aquinas, Our 
Lady of Fatima, and St. Aloysius. 


On entering the school from the 
front, you come immediately to the 
auditorium which has a seating ca- 
pacity of nine hundred and sixty- 
six. Set off from the rest of the 
building, one of its main features 
is a sound-repellent wall which 
makes sound carry farther and 
more distinctly. 


Another outstanding feature of 
the new building is the Home Ec- 
onomics Department. Here, future 
home makers will study in ideal 
surroundings. The Food Depart- 
ment will be equipped with five 
complete work units. A model liv- 
ing room and sitting room will oc-

This year these youngsters 
have been to a Passien Play, to a 
dramatic showing of: “Tom Saw- 
yer” and on several all-day trips to 
the Bronx Zoo. In other years they 
have been taken to the Circus and 
on excursion trips up the Hudson 
River. On Holy Thursday of each 
year, Miss Brennan, stepping along 
with a vigor that belies her eighty- 
odd years, leads the children on a 
walking tour of Manhattan church- 
es.

Do more than ten per cent of 
Catholic parents fulfill the du- 
ties of their state of life, espe- 
cially their duty towards their 
children?

Catholics also believe in the 
benefit of prayers for the dead, 
as was practiced among the Jews 
in the Old Testament. Christ never 
condemned nor corrected this prac- 
tice and it is continued by Jews 
today. 

Catholics believe that Christ has 
kept His promise that He would 
be with His Church “all days even 
unto the end. of the world” (Matt. 
28:2); that He has kept His fur- 
ther promise that He would send 


Who would abide with it forever 
and keep it in truth” (John 14:16). 
This means, of course, that the 
Church must be able, in matters 
relating to faith or morals, to 
speak with infallible authority. 
Lutherans recognize that when 
they accept the Bible as author- 
ity, because it is only on the auth- 
oity of the Catholic Church that 
they know that their Bible is an 
inspired book. 


EPEATEDLY you _ point out 

that Catholics do not pray to 
Mary but through her; that Cath- 
olics are not saved by natural 
good works, but through faith. 
But in conversations with Catho- 
lics, I find gross discrepancies. 
Some of them say: “I was good 
today, I attended church”—as if 
attending church in itself will 
assure salvation. 


No matter what individual Cath- 
olics may say, in all her official 
books, even the little Catechism 
used in parochial schools, the 
Catholic Church teaches that while 
Mary is entitled to the highest 
honors as a creature she may not 
be worshipped as a goddess. 

You are not quite correct in ex- 
pressing the Catholic teaching 
about faith and good works. In an- 
swer to the Lutherans, who charge 
that Catholics place all reliance on 
salvation on their works, we said 
that natural good works are not 
worth anything towards salvation. 
But we do not, with the Luther- 
ans, teach that good works, which 
consist in the observance of the 
Commandments, aided by divine 
grace, are not necessary. 


Despite Christ’s redemption, 
which was infinite and, therefore, 
capable of atoning for all the sins 
of every human being, people must 
still observe the Commandments. 
God, because He is God and infi- 
nitely perfect, could not Himself 
abrogate the Ten Commandments.

You have the wrong concept of 
God if you think that He could be 
more tolerant of sin after Christ’s 
redemption.

Ts there are other examples, 
such as fasting or abstaining 
from certain foods with an idea of 
meritorious living implied. 


In the Old Law Moses, regarded 
as the head of the Israelitic 
Church, fasted for forty days. 
Elias, as representative of the 
Prophets, also fasted forty days. 
Christ, Who, at the very time He 
was able to promulgate the end 
of the Old and the beginning of 
the New Law also fasted forty 
days. Evidently as a God, or even 


He would not need to perform that 
work of penance for Himself. He 
did it as an example for His fol- 
lowers. Christ calls St. John the 
Baptist, “the greatest man born of 
woman,” yet he practiced fast and 
abstinence in the desert. 


Christ told the Apostles that 
after the Bridegroom returned to 
Heaven His followers would fast. 


In imposing Friday abstinence 
on her people, the Church is mo- 
tivated by an ideal which I think 
you, as a Lutheran, and every per- 
son would approve. Your people 
are kept mindful of the death of 
Christ on Calvary, and regard it 
as the only thing that matters. 
Catholics, as you are aware, make 
even more of Christ’s death than 
Lutherans do. They know that 
without Christ’s redemption no hu- 
man being would have had a 
chance for Heaven. They com- 
memorate that atonement of Christ 
on the cross every day in their 
churches. Catholics have not mere- 
ly a cross but a figure of Christ 
bleeding on the cross hanging in 
their homes. St. Paul said he 
preached “Christ and Him cruci- 
fied” (1 Cor. I, 23). The mere cross 
would not tell the story of Christ 
crucified any more than a fiery 
cross used by the Ku Klux Klan 
would. 

Catholics remember Christ’s re- 
demption in a most forcible way 
every Friday of the year by ab- 
staining from meat out of grati- 
tude to Him Who had His flesh 
torn from head to foot during His 
passion. 


LSO I am quite sure Mary is 
often venerated more than 
proper. 

Mary could not be venerated 
more than proper if the veneration 
stopped short of adoration or wor- 
ship. 
How could any human being ven- 
erate too much one whom God 
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Himself honored more than any 


special Archangel from Heaven to 
greet and honor her in His name, 
calling her “blessed among wom- 
en” (Luke 1:28)? Did not her 
cousin St. Elizabeth feel unworthy 
to receive her, and ask “How have 
I deserved that the mother of my 
Lord should come to me” (Luke 
1:43)? And do we not read that 
Mary, under inspiration, declared 
“behold all generations shall call 
me blessed” (Luke 1:48)? 


The practice of the Catholic 
Church today is well expressed by 
St. Epiphanius. Back in the fourth 
century he wrote: “Let Mary then 
be honored, but the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost alone be adored.” 


I do not know whether you were 
ever told about the conversion of 
one of the pioneer Lutheran min- 
isters, who immigrated from Ger- 
many to St. Louis. He was prompt- 
ed to investigate the Catholic 
claims only because his conscience 
disturbed him for having written 
a book inst veneration of the 
Blessed irgin. In meditative 
mood he asked himself the ques- 
tion: “What will I answer when 
Christ accuses me of having writ- 
ten a book against His own Moth- 
er?” The result was his conver- 
sion to the Catholic religion and 
the establishment of the first Ger- 
man Catholic daily in the United 
States.

Hold Your Tongue!

Bao the fragrance and the hap- 
piness of the wedding day be 
prolonged through the years? Is 
there any method by which love 
can be cushioned against the jolts 
and the jars which the years inev- 
itably bring? Can something of 
the radiance of love’s young dream 
be kept aglow unti! the long journ- 
ey ends in the gathering twilight 
of old age? I think it can, and I 
shall tell you how. 


It was two a. m. and someone 
was pounding on the door. I was 
alone in the rectory, 23, and newly 
ordained. This would be my first 
sick call. 


“Father,” pleaded the man on 
the front porch, “will you come? 
My wife says she’s through with 
me — and this time she means it!” 

On our walk through the desert- 
ed streets he blamed himself. “I 
have a nasty temper. I say things 
that cut and hurt. Then we fight 
like cat and dog. Although,” he 
added wistfully, “we love each 
other.” ; 

For an hour [ pleaded with the 
angry wife to give her husband an- 
other chance. Stubbornly she 
continued to shake her head, until 
I recalled her wedding day; their 
vow to take each other “for better, 
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for worse .. .” When I saw eyes 
begin to soften, I reminded her of 
the Master’s counsel, to forgive as 
we expect to be forgiven. 


At 3:30 that morning, I had the| ized 


couple kneel, lift their right hands 
and vow: “I solemnly promise that, 
under no circumstances, shall I 
ever speak a harsh, angry, ill- 
tempered word to my wife ... to 
my husband..So help me God!” 


Literally that moment of pray- 
er and promise marked their turn- 
ing point. Having recaptured the 
feeling of consecration of their 
wedding day, they held it until the 
end. As if it were yesterday, that 
scene of 35 years ago is still vivid 
to me. The insight it gave me into 
one of the deadliest and most un- 
necessary causes of marriage 
failure has been deepened and con- 
firmed by time. 

Since then I have married hun- 
dreds of couples and I have said 
to each one immediately after the 
wedding ceremony: “You have just 
pronounced your vow of fidelity. 

here is another vow which is 
scarcely less important in safe- 
guarding your happiness. Promise 
that you will never speak an angry 
word to each other. Right now, on 
this holy occasion, you can scarcely 
conceive of differences arising be- 
tween you. But they will arise, for 
you are only human. Yet there is 
no difficulty, no matter how seri- 


-'ous, which can’t be settled if you 


will only talk it over with a real 
desire to understand.” 

I then ask them to repeat the 
same words uttered by the couple 
on my first “sick call” and, re- 
markable though it seems, never 
have I heard of one such marriage 
hitting the rocks. 

Of course, a mere resolution is 
not a panacea for unhappy couples: 
there is no magic elixir for any 
sickness of the heart. But all new- 
lyweds need desperately a _ tech- 
nique by which to preserve the 
beauty and splendor of love amidst 
the realities of the world. Few re- 
alize that harsh words, more than 
harsh deeds, are the termites that 
can undermine the foundation. 

When an angry word provokes 
a quarrel, each party soon has a 
position to defend. A “principle” is 
at stake, they think, when in real- 
ity it is simply vanity and pride. 
The peace that a simple, kindly 
word of apology could have quick- 
ly restored is now rendered exceed- 
ingly difficult. 

hen people hear that the 
couples I marry remain together, 
many retort that this is only be- 
cause my faith forbids divorce. But 
the Church does not forbid sepa- 
ration; it is not divorce that I have 
to fight, but the breaking of part- 
nerships, the wrecking of homes. 

“Father,” a young husband said 
to me recently, “will you help 
Florrie and me patch up a quar- 
rel before our marriage blows up?”

I led her 
down to neyjfral territory, the 
auto where Joe was waiting. Be- 
fore I left, the couple knelt there 
and made the solemn promise nev- 
er again to speak an angry word 
to each other. 


Psychiatrists testify that there 


to a sympathetic, friendly auditor. 
It restores peace of mind and 
moral healthy outlook. Troubles 
shared are troubles halved; 
troubles hidden are _ troubles 
doubled. But with whom can an 
angry wife talk? With her hus- 
band! Talk it out together. 


What the heart cries for is not 
an explosion but a release. The 
healthy way to achieve that re- 
lease is for one to make clear to 
the other any feelings of injury 
or injustice. People will consider 
virtually any suggestion made in 
a friendly manner. They will 
bristle with resentment if it be 
shouted at them in ill temper. Then 
stubbornness gets its chance. In

shington — Two well-known 
wubingienians went out of town 
a few days ago and gave the na- 
tion food for serious thought in 
addresses made at nearly the same 
time in two widely separated 
cities. 

J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
told the Masons of the Grand 
Lodge of New York that the Com- 
munists are striving to create a 
“Communist man’—a creature In- 
tellectually sterile, spiritually void 
and oblivious to the realities of 
life—” on whom they depend to 
conquer the world. 

George F. Zook, former U. 5. 
Commissioner of Education and 
head of the American Council on 
Education, told a Chicago meeting 
of that body that the home and 
the church, as well as the school, 
are engaged in perfecting individ- 
uals. “One of the most distressing 
developments of the past century 
has been the growing tendency to 
separate education and religion as 
if they had little in common,” he 
said. 

The head of the FB1 reminded 
that Communists do not necessar- 
ily have to have large numbers of 
actual members to do their work. 
They sometimes accomplish most 
where they have the fewest mem- 
bers. Behind this force of Com- 
munists, he said, “constantly gnaw- 
ing away like termites at the very 
foundation of American society, 
stand a half million fellow travelers 
and sympathizers ready to do the 
Communist bidding.” 


Mr. Hoover added that “these 
individuals, though not identified 
as Communists, are extremely 
dangerous to the internal security 
of this nation, because as hypo- 
crites and moral swindlers they 
seek the protection of the free- 
doms'-which they constantly seek 
to destroy.” 

The chief of the PBI also warned 
of these fellow-travelers and Com- 
munist sympathizers that “they 
practice their double-dealing,

Despite the signing of an agree- 
ment with the Polish Hierarchy 
the Warsaw communist regime is 
persisting its anti-Church cam- 
paign. 

This campaign is proceeding on 
at least three planes: the press, 
the theatre and through continued 
pressure on the clergy. 


Immediately after the first an- 
nouncement of the new pact, the 
Polish communist press launched 
an attack against the Holy See in 
which the Vatican leaders were 
called the “sowers of chaos.” 


At the same time one of the lar- 
gest theatres in Poland, now com- 
munist-controlled, began showing 
a play entitled “God, the Emper- 
or and the Peasant.” The play 
ridicules belief in God and aims 
at proving that all religion is sup- 
erstition. Written by a Hungarian 
communist, Julius Hay, the play 
has a_sixteenth-century setting 
and represents the Holy See as a 


place of political intrigue and pic-|} 


tures religion as a way of exploit- 
ing man, 


The Red regime is continuing to 
prepare the trials of many priests 
accused of “anti-state activity.” 
Only in recent weeks a number of 
priests have been arrested for al- 
leged embezzlement while they 
were officials of the Church’s Car- 
itas organization, now controlled 
by the Reds. Several other priests 
have been arrested for their refu- 
sal to sign a declaration endorsing 
the regime’s seizure of Caritas. 
The government has likewise made 
no gesture at releasing the several 
hundred priests still held in pris- 
on. 


The regime is continuing to put 
pressure on priests to join the com- 
munist-led organization of “patri- 
otic priests.” Criticism of the high 


iChurch authorities continues to be 


a dominant theme of the meetings 
held under the sponsorship of 
these “patriotic priests.”
